CHAPTER 634.

AN ACT to amend, renumber and repeal various provisions of the statutes, for the pur-
pose of correcting errors, correcting references, clarifying langnage, renumbermg for
better location, reconciling conflicts and repelling unintended repeals, supplying
omissions and eliminating unnecessary, obsolete or unconstitutional provisions, mostly
in or caused by acts of the 1949 session of the legislature.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate and assembly, do enacl as
follows:

SecrioNn 1. 6.245 (1) is amended to read:

6.245 (1) The qualified electors of the state or of any county or of any congressional,
judicial or legislative district may petition for the recall of any elective officer after the
first year of the term for which he was elected, by filing a petition with the officer with
whom the petition for nomination to such office in the primary election is filed, demanding
the rceall of such officer. Such petition * * * shall be signed by electors equal in
number to at least 25 per cent of the vote cast for the office of governor at the last pre-
ceding election, in the state, county or district from which such officer is to be recalled.

SEcTION 2. 14.68 (5), as amended by chapter 197, Laws 1949, is amended by

57.04 (1) When a person is convicted of a misdemeanor or of a violation of seetion
351.30 the ecourt having jurisdietion (whether a eourt of record or otherwise) may, by
order, withhold scntence or impose sentence and stay its cxecution and in either case
place him on probation for a period not less than one year nor more than 2 years (exeept
that in counties having a population of over 500,000 a shorter minimum period of proba-
tion may be ordered) and may, as a condition of such order or continuing it, require him
to pay the costs of prosecution, to pay a fine and costs, * * * to make restitution, or
¥ ¥ % apy combination, as the court determines, and the court may authorize the pro-
bation officer to aceept payment in instalments. The period of probation may be made
consecutive to a semtence of imprisonment on a different charge, whether tmposed at
the same time or previously. Comsecutive periods of probation may be imposed. In case
the conditions of probation are violated, the eurrent probation and all subsequent con-
secutive probations shall be revoked.

70.11 (9) All memorial halls and the real estate upon which the same are located,
owned and oceupied by any organization of United States war veterans organized pur-
suant to act of congress and domesticated in this state pursuant to chapter 180 or 188,
containing permanent memorial tablets with the names of former residents of any given
town, village, city or county, who lost their lives in the military or naval service of the
state or the United States in any war inseribed thereon, and all personal property ouwned
by such organizations, and all buildings erected, purchased or maintained by any county,
¢ity, town or village as memorials under section 45.05 or section 45.055. The renting of
such halls or buildings for publie purposes shall not render them taxable, provided that
all income derived therefrom be used for the upkeep and maintenance thereof.

paid as an annual license fee by such company, except that no license fee shall he paid
by any telephone company having no income during the preceding calendar year. * * *

(8) Subject to the foregoing provisions, the amount arising from sueh license fees
hased upon gross receipts shall be paid by the company as follows, viz.: The license fee
upon 85 per cent of the gross receipts from the Jocal and rural exchange service or busi-
ness in each such town, village or eity, respectively, shall, on or hefore the first day of
March, in each year, be paid to the vespective treasurer of each town, city or village
in which any portion of the local or rural exehange property is located, and any portion
of the gross receipts therefrom are derived, for the use and benefit of each such town,
city or village; the balance of the license fee upon 15 per cent of such gross receipts from
loeal and rural exchange service shall be paid to the * * * department of taxation
and become a part of the general fund for the use of the state. The license fees on all
of the gross receipts from the toll line service and the alternative 5 cents tax for each
telephone instrument provided for in subsection (5) shall be paid to the * * * depart-
ment of taxation and hecome a part of the general fund for the use of the state. Lvery
such person, copartnership, assoeiation, company or corporation, upon filing such verified
statement with the * ¥ * department of taxation and the filing of statement as pro-
vided in subsection (1a) and upon the payment of the license fees herein prescribed to
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the * * * department of taxation and to the respective town, city and village treas-
urers shall apply for and receive from the * * * department of taxation a license to
carry on such business for the calendar year commencing on the first day of January pre-
ceding and ending on the sueceeding 31st day of December, unless sooner revoked.
